Tho Bolinao, Staff of the Enatern Ixten- 
sion Telegraph Company had rathor an ex- 
citing time during five days last week, the 
Station having been besieged by the natives 
on account of some Spanish soldiers taking 
refugo there, the telegraphic office and 
staff's quartera being the strongest build- 
ing offering any chanto of defence in 
the place. The position of tho Com- 
pany's: staff was most trying, owing to 
the fact of: their boing on friendly torins 
both with tho insurgent villagers and 


the officiala~and soldiers of Government. 
within the building, who, together with the 
staff, numborod 34 souls, including somo 

ative women and children. The news of 
the ovents as they occurred are beat given 
in the worda of Mr Pattie, the Superinten- 
‘dent of the Company, and his staif, who 
reported tho same by .wire to the Manager 
of the Company in Hongkong; to whom: we 
are indebted for these details :— 


‘7th March.—About two o'cluck this 
morning the Government landlines. to 
Manila were cut. We wero advised that 
hundreds of rebels entered the village. 

ey killed two European and one native 
soldier. The rest of the soldiers, consist- 
{ng -of eight men, escaped to our station, 
which we have barricaded as-well ae wo 
can. At six o'clock, the rebels sent word 
that thay would not in any way interfere 
with'us, but if the soldicrs woro in tho Sta- 
tion, the best thing wo could do was to 
jeave the Station or got the soldiers out of 
it, beosuse if the soldiers did not leave be- 
fore 4 p.m. they would attack.

The ontortaining'author of ‘When Char- 
Tés: the Firat was King’ has produced, in | 
his latest aspiration towards public favour, 
somothing new in the line of the problem 
novel, Tho story turns upon the struggles 
of o really noble and puro nature, om- 
bodied in Philip Unsrford, the hero, to 
overcomes tomptation, in whieh, having 
yielded, the officacy of divine aid in com- 
bating sin is rendered doubtful for tho 
moment, The real problom of the book, 
however; turns upon the point whether two 
human beings of opposing natures and 
absolutely unsuited to one another shold 
condemn themselves to lifelong misery by 
means of the marriage ceremony, becausa, 
in a momont of weakness and passion, thoy 
havo fallen into the common folly of 
loving not wisely but tco well.
